Laverne DeFazio died tragically 
in a bizarre accident at a practi- 
cal joke and novelty factory in 
1979, Shirley Feeney, now 51, still 
works on the Shotz Brewery as- 
sembly line and still hasn’t let a 
guy “go past first base.” 


COL. WILHELM KLINK 
(OF “HOGAN'S HEROES”) 


After the Third Reich fell, Klink 
managed to escape the full 
wrath of the Nuremberg Trials 
(he was found guilty of nothing 
more than “comic ineptitude”).

Son Dave Crabtree’s financial 
setbacks forced him to sell 
Mother to an alcoholic steel- 
worker, who rammed her into a 
tree off the Pennsylvania Turn- 
pike in 1974. She was sold for 
scrap, melted down and now 
serves as a girder on the 12th 
story of an office building in 
Phoenix. 


TATTOO 
(OF “FANTASY ISLAND”) 


Tattoo, Mr. Rourke’s lecherous- 
but-lovable assistant, was left 
jobless with few real skills when 
Fantasy Island was invaded in 
1983 by U.S. Marines seeking to 
prevent a Soviet takeover. He 
worked briefly as a porno movie 
actor in Tijuana, a department 
store lingerie salesman, and a 
cashier in a video game arcade 
—where he was arrested. He is 
now awaiting trial on charges of 
indecent exposure and lewd 
mumbling. 


FRED SANFORD 
(OF “SANFORD AND SON’’) 


In 1983, Fred Sanford, the ne’er- 
do-well junk dealer from Los 
Angeles, became one of only 
three businessmen to sign up 
for the government’s Nuclear 
Waste Site Program.
